Very glad to get the enclosures on reproduction. Bud is also checking 
for similar services, in DC. 1 expect to see him early part of week. There is 
much advantage in tnis, but I will have reasons for wanting to restrict distri- 
bution, all coming from pervious experiences, meanwhile, Lil is indexing both 
parts and we may as well include that, too. 

I got Gary, Vince and 
Bernobei to read first part of COUP, for example, as 1 did you. But with the 
new pressures, it just is not possible for us to do the extra typing, however, 
if we can find such a place in DC as you have there in Cleos, then the problem 
will reduce itself to a nominal sum.
